President Garfield Passes Another 
Excellent Day.

Official Bulletin—8:30 A. M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 4, 8:30 A. 
M.—The President continues to improve. 
He slept well during the night, and this 
morning looks and expresses himself cheer- 
fully. Another satisfactory dav is antici- 
pated. Atpresent his pulse is 90, tempera- 
ture 98.4, respiration 18. The next bulletin 
will be issued this evening. Hereafter 
the noon bulletin will be dispensed with. 

THE BULLETIN CORRECTED, 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. August 4.—The 
morning bulletin to-day gives the President’s 
pulse at 98 when it should have been 90, the 
person who copied the bulletin having miade 
a mfstake. This caused some excitement 
temporarily, as that was unusually high for 
the pulse. Early in the morning the bulletin 
was corrected and allayed the feeling that hag 
arisen about it. 


An Excellent Day. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 4, 12:30 P. 
M.—Dr. Bliss authorizes the statement that 
the President is having an excellent day. The 
12:50 examination bas just been made with 
the following result: Pulse 96: temperature 
and respiration normal. The patient contin- 
ues to take increasing quantities of nourish- 
ment and is daily gaining strength. All re- 
ports of unfavorable changes should be dis- 
credited unless they have official authority. 
The President’s condition at this hour is bet- 
ter than at any time since his injury. 


Steady Improvement. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 4.—The re- 
duced quantity of morphia administered to 
the President last evening did not seem to 
affect his rest Heslept as well as usual, and 
this morning looks and feels better even than 
yesterday. He has eaten a solid break- 
fast and remained several hours 
since in comfort. Dr. Hamilton saw the 
President this morning, the first time for five 
days, and expressed himself much pleased 
with the progress of the case anil said the 
wound was in good condition. Dr. Hamilton 
has talked freely and frankly for the first time 
since he has been in attendance. Ile 
Savs: “The President is doing nicely. 
Iam most decidedly of the opinion that he 
will recover.’’ The Doctor remains as Attor- 
ney General McVeach’s guest until Sunday, 
when Agnew returns. No examination o/ 
the wound will be made except morning an | 
evening, and nothing but the pulse of the 
patient will be taken between these hours.

Hamilton Talks. 

WASHINGTON, August 4.—Dr. Hamilton 
said to a Western Press]reporter at noon that 
the President is doing as well as possible, and 
that in his opinion the President is certain to 
recover. He said the l’resident had not im- 
proved much in appearance and would not 
until he gets out somewhere and gets good 
air. He said the bullet will not be cut out 
unless necessary; that there is nothing 
to show that the ball is yet 
encysted, and the doctors do not know 
whether itis or not, that the surzeons do 
not know whether or not the wound is heal- 
ing internally, but all indications are that it 
is doing well. 

Malaria in His System. 

WASHINGTON, August 4.—In conversation 
on the President’s condition this morning Dr. 
Hamilton discussed the situation quite freely 
and expressed the opinion that President 
Garfield was progressing toward recovery in 
a very Satisfactory manner. In reply to the 
direct question, ‘*‘Dr. you think the Presi- 
dent will recover ?”’ the Doctor said *‘I have no 
doubt whatever of his ultimate recovery,’’ 
Dr. Hamilton also expressed the opinion 
thatthere was malariain the patient’s system. 
Tm response to interrogations relative to the 
moving of the patient from the Executive 
Mansion the Doctor said nothing could yet 
be determined upon, as the President was in 
no condition tobe moved. He thought, how- 
ever, when the proper time arrived a trip 
down the Potomac would be decidedly bene- 
ficia) and hasten his recovery. 

Minnesota Crops. 

CHICAGO, August 4.—The weather, which 
has been very warm for three days in this 
city and for much alonger period in a greater 
part of Illinois and lowa, has seriously threat- 
enedthe corncrop. If rain should fall soon 
it is probable that the damage would be 
prevented,but the ground, especially where 
high and sandy, is greatly in need of rain. 


St. Paul papers report official figures for | 


the total wheat acreage of Minnesota 
for 1880 as 2,960,009, and for 1881 only about 
j00 acres more. The average yield last year 
was 13.90 per acre. Reports differ con- 
siderably concerning this year’s yield.

In Aucust, 1879, a stranger, viving his name 
as Jas. C. Waite, came to this city and estab- 
lished himself in the mercantile business.

birth. Her husband was ateading member 
of the Second Presbyterian Church here, and 
a leader in all g works.

This morning the 
Virginia Midland train brought a new stran- 
gerto thecity, and he, alighting from the 
care, approached oe and introduced 
himself as Jobn Waite, of Essexville, Mich. 
He then handed the officer a photograph, 
which he at once recognized as that of James 
Waite, the grocery-store man. The stranger 
then said that the object of his visit was to 
apprehend the original of the pbotograph, 
who had eloped with bis wife and at the same 
time abducted bis little girl. A warrant was 
eworn out, charging James Waite, alias James 
Burgess, with bigamy and seduction, and he 
was arrested at his plice of business. The 
new-comer gave 2 full account of the elope- 
ment by Burgess with his wife. At the time 
they were residents of Essexville, the seducer 
being bookkeeper for Currie & Co., lumber 
and salt merchants,of which tirm he was alsoan 
employe. Burgess enjoyed high sovial stand- 
ing, was a leadidg brother in the Congrega- 
tional Church and Sunday School,of which he 
was also treasurer, and lived in the height of 
style in a bandsome residence. He regard- 
ed Burgess as an intimate friend. Burgess 
was married also, and had one child. The 
clopement took place July 15, 1879. Waite 
had determined to take his wife to Bay City 
for her hexlth, and Jearning the fact, Bur- 
gess, stating that he had specia: business tn 
the city, volunteered to relieve Waite of the 
trouble by acting as bis wife’s escort. This 
was the last the wronged husband saw of his 
wife and child. A few days afterward he re- 
ceived a telegram from Detroit, signed Buar- 
gess, saying: ‘“‘I have taken your wife and 
child: youtake mine. A fair exchange is 
no robbery.’’ The injured husband states 
that he had been looking for his wife and 
child two vears, and had spent nearly all his 
money inthe effort to recoverthem. Bur- 
gess, not satisfied with stealing Waite’s 

and child, also stole his name when he 

tled here. Hehas made a full confession, 
and will be taken to Michigan as soon as a re- 
quisition can be obtained. 


An Argument for Cremation. 
Pitisburg Cor. New York Herald. 

Small-pox and typhoid fever are very preva- 
lentin Pittsburg, and itis feared that this 
winfer the former .disease will be epidemic. 
Some results of an investigation now in 
progress by the Board of Health will-give aa 
idea asto some of the causes of the unhe ilthi- 
ness of the city. On Bedford avenue, almost 
in the heart of Pittsburg, is a large grave- 
vard used by colored people. This morning 
Mr. Timmis, the sexton, came to the office of 
the bourd at the request of the Health Offi- 
cer. He told the board that he had been 
sexton of the cemetery for abouttwo years 
anda haif. During that time, he said, there 
were a great many double interments, one 
body beirg buried above another. This ap- 
peared to be practiced at a matter of econ- 
omy. People in the neighborhood com- 
plained thata horrible, deadly stench arose 
fromthe graveyard, and the sexton said it 
was true that such was the case. Whenever 
there were two or three bot, dry days the 
yraves would crack open and from the 
apertures smoke would arise, giving fortha 
very unpleasant smell. He knew of several 
families who frequentiy had to close the 
doors and windows of their houses to keep it 
out. One family, the Fosters, moved away 
on account of it. At times it was impossible 
togothbrough the grounds without being 
made sick by the awful stench. This was 
caused by the interment of bodies one on top 
of the other, in some instances these bodies 
filling the grave to within six inches of the 
top. His instructions were to dig all graves 
five and a half feet, providing the digging was 
not too hard, and he hadtime to do it: if not, 
then dig them as deep as he could—just 
deep enough to hidethe box. Hesaid he 
always dug them five feet or nearly} that, but 
When they would put in two thirty-inch 
boxes the grave would be filled to the top. 
Searcely a night passed but he saw twenty to 
thirty dogs prowling around through the 
grounds, and almostevery morning during 
the late hot spell he had to cover up the boxes 
that had been laidbare. This was especia'ly 
true in the case of a Mrs. Woods, who had 
been buried on the top of ber busband’s 
body, the *trough box’”’ being almost on aline 
With the ground: the dogs never got further 
than the outside of the boxes. The fences 
were in sucha dilapidated 
Was impossible to keep the dogs out of the 
crounds. 


A Stranger to These Shores.

A turtle that is undoubtedly a foreigner, 
and that is said to have bailed from the Medi- 
terranean, strayed to these shores and was 
caught in a moss bunker net off Rockaway on 
Saturday. Yesterday he was sent to the city, 
and he lay during the dav under a tent on the 
Wharf adjoining Fulton Ferry, where many 
people went to see him, paying an admission 
price of ten cents ahead. Such a turtle as 
he is unknown to these parts, and his pro- 
prietors do not pretend to name his species.

: Remarkable Prayer .Cure—Is 
eset ite Wives?

What is declared to have beena miracle 
wrought by faith is creatinga at deal of 
talk in the vicinity of New Britain, Conn.

His family consists of his wife, 
a grown-up son and the young lady referred 
to. Their place of worship is the New Brit- 
ain Baptist Church, of which the Rev. Geo. 
H. Miner is the pastor, but they have also 
been Second Adventists in faith. iss Anna, 
until three years anda half ago, was a healthy 
and happy girl of nervous temperament. 
She was intelligent and attractive in 
appearance fand manners, and highly 
sensitive. Her parents both have  light- 
brewn hair, but hers is black, or nearly 
black. Sbe fell sick of a disorder whose 
cause puzzled ber parents aad the physicians 
that were summoned from Hartfordand from 
New Haven. It was clearly, however, of a 
pervous character. She had little appetite 
and very great weakness. She has never been 
bedridden, though for periods of months she 
was confinedto herbed. Then her heatth 
would improve so that she could sit up, wa:k 
about the house, and even take short journeys 
in charge of her mother or other relative. 
For two or three months before June 2t itst 
she haa been confined to her bed. Oa that 
day Mrs. Eaward Mix, of Tor- 
rington, formerly ealled Wolcott- 
ville, twenty-five miles away, was 
brought into her room. Mrs. Mix isacolored 
womun, alittls under middle age, and her 
Torrington neighbors, even those whojdo not 
admit her instrumentalitv in the cure of 
disease, unite in the expression that she is 
very gifted in prayer. A Second Adventist 
friend of Mrs. Lewis happened,in her hear- 
ing,to mention some of the cases on which 
the fame of Mrs. Mix rests, and Mrs. Lewis 
consulted her husband and daughter about 
the matter. The daughter said that she be- 
lieved she could have faith. Accordingly, 
Mrs. Mix was written to. She got the letter 
on June 21, and, as it happened, she had time 
to come the next day. It wasin the afternoon 
when she entered the sick-room with Miss 
Lewis. The three conversed for ashorttime, 
and then the mother withdrew. 

‘‘Have you faith thattbe Lord will cure 
vouin answer to prayer, according to his 
vromise?”’ Mrs. Mix asked of Miss Lewis. 
* piss Lewis answered in a faint voice, but 
With a strong spirit: 

**l bave faith.”’ 

Then Mrs. Mix lifted up her fice and pray- 
ed. She prayed in words that tended to telp 
the faith of the sick girl, quoting from the 
fifth chapter of James and the sixteenth 
chapter of Mark, that tbe prayer of faith 
should save the sick, and that those that be- 
lieved should lay hands on the sick, and they 
should recover. When sbe had finished pray- 
ing she moistened the tips of her fingers with 
olive oil taken from a small bottle, and 
touched with them the forehead of Miss 
Lewis. After this Miss Lewis lay still fora 
sboat time. Then sbe said: 

‘*! want a drink of water. Do you suppose 
that I could get up and call down stairs for 
it??? 

‘If you have faith,’’ was tne answer. 

‘*T have faith. The Lord help my faith,”’ 
said Miss Lewis: and thereupon she arose 
from the bed to which she had been confined 
for months. Mrs. Mix helping her with a 
steadying hand. She walked across the floor, 
exclaiming at every step: **‘ Che Lord help my 
faith. The Lord help my faith.” 

She stopped at au open doorway atthe 
head ofthe kitchen stairs and called for a 
viass of water. Mrs. Lewis was notin the 
kitchen at .the time, but a _ servant girl 
unswered the summons. The ser- 
vant girl is Irish. When she ar- 
lived at the footofthe stairs and saw her 
voung mistress standing therein her white 
robe, With Mrs. Mix by her side, ,her limbs 
trembled, and she thought she was going to 
drop to the floor.. She made an eifort, how- 
ever, under the reassuring words of Mrs. Mix 
and a smile of encouragement fro.a Miss 
Lewis. Thelattertvokthe glass from her 
trembling hand, drank from it, and returned 
it. Then she walked, with the assistance of 
Mrs. Mix, to an easy chair, and sat down. 
The servant bastened down stairs and iuto 
the silting-room,where she found Mrs. Lewis. 
lier face was pale and her voice was unsteady 
when she eave a burried account of what she 
bad seen. Mrs. Lewis ran up stairs, where 
she joined Mrs. Mix and her daughter ina 
prayer of thanksgiving. The patient was yet 
very weak, but there was 4 different look in 
her face. 

Mrs. Mix took herleave, but from that 
time the voung lady developed strength daily. 
The motber could see the disease departing 
from her. Itseemed to gotothe end of her 
limbs and disappear. This was made evident 
to ber from the celor. There had beena sort 
of coating or unnatural appearance onthe 
body which was soon no longer visible. <A 
color of health soon spread over the surface, 
and it Was not many days before Miss Lewis 
was able to go out in the yard, and the 
neighbors were astonished, after what they 
knew of the case and what they had heard of 
Mrs. Mix’s visit, to see her occupying a chair 
under the trees. 

When a reporter of the Sun was at the 
house, on July 28, he did not see her, because 
she is very sensitive, but her mother said 
that there was no doubt that a wonderful re- 
covery had taken place. She was asked 
whether this recoverv might not be a recur- 
rence of what had taken place before, and 
how she knew that her daughter would not 
have another relapse. Sne said that this re- 
covery of her daughter was very different 
from her previous recoveries, as she couid 
tell by her color and by the rapid disappear- 
ance of the signs of the disease, which dis- 
agpearance wus Visible to her, as was ex- 
plained above. Her daughter, she said, had 
recovered her health, although she had not 
recovered her strength. 

The Rev. Mr. Miner of the Baptist Church 
told the reporter that there was no doubt in 
his mind of the great improvement in his 
voung parishioner’s condition, and he would 
not underrate the eflicacv of prayer; but his 
idea was that a person afflicted with a nervous 
disease, and being of a highly sensitive or- 
vanization, would be verv apt to be greatly 
benefited by any agency that would take her 
attention off from herself. This result, he 
thought likely, had been effected by the pres- 
ence and praver of Mrs. Mix. Every member 
of the family, he said, was deserving of re- 
spect intellectually and morally. Many of 
the neighbors of Mr. Lewis believe thorough- 
ly that the recovery was wrought by prayer 
and faith. Some explain the recovery su'- 
stantially as Mr. Miner does, while others say 
that the recovery is only temporary, and that, 
while it may have been occasioned by the 
stimulating effect of Mrs. Mix’s visit, it wil! 
probably be succeeded by arelapse, just as 
her previous recoveries were. 

Mrs. Mix is not without honor in her own 
country. Her private life has been beyond 
reproach, and she has never made claim to 
auy power beyond that of a sincere prayer.

By 
chance her case fell under the observation of 
brother Allen, an aged wkite Second Adven- 
List, of Springtield, Mass., who is nota 
preacher, although he often exhorts power- 
fully at meetings. He believes in the efficacy 
of faith to cure the sick. Brother Alien 

prayed for her, and she suddenly recovered. 
Phen, she says, she thought she could not do 
enough for the afflicted. At tirst she went 
wherever she learned that there wasa_ sick 
person who bad faith in prayer. 
Soon, however, she fouad that she 
could not do this. Accordingly she estab- 
lished a rule to charge the person she called 
on what it cost her to travel to him and back, 
but nothing more. This rule she has main- 
tained to the present time. She and her hus- 
band live in a twoestory cottage, surrounded 
by a pleasant yard. Jt is neatly furnished. 
The parior contains a handsome piano, on 


book. On the walls were devotional prints 
and iligminated texts from the Bible. The 
house was neatly kept.

London Letter to Chicago ‘rimes. 

The weather is as hot here, just at the pres- 
ent time, as it generally is in the Garden 
City in the more fervid portions of July and 
August. In some respects it is vastly hotter. 
The people in this enlightened region have 
no adequate arrangements for a heated term; 
and the consequence is that a less degree of 
beat in London is more intolerable than a 
much higber one in Chicago. The explana- 
tion of this is to be found in the fact that the 
manner in which one dresses is prescribed by 
rule, and not by the height of the thermom- 
eter. There are two kinds of hats which 
may be worn, and no other; thatis to say, a 
‘‘hillveock,” which is a round-topped, stiff- 
brimmed monstrosity, and a ‘“‘stove-pipe,’’ 
whicb, owing to the fact that there are not 
more than one or two hatters in London 
who have machines for fitting the hat to the 
head, is not only hot beyond endurance, but 
it clasps the brow of the wearer as if it werea 
cast-iron pot. As for dress, one must 
wear a black frock coat.at certain hours of the 
day, and in certain places. This is a rule that 
is rigidly enforced among the old moss-backs 
who do business down inthe city. A fellow 
can no more go on *“*’Change”’ and operate ‘in 
other than a black coatthan he could enter 
the dining-room of the Palmer House at din- 
ner in the costume once adopted for an entree 
by a now dead-and-gone but once celebrated 
Governor of Illinois, and which gained for 
him the appellation of “‘Shirt-tail Dick.” 
With this black coat one may wear trowsers 
which may be light, but must not be too light; 
they may bea British hght, but not thermo- 
metrical light. Then there must be a heavv 
searf, one which hides the shirt front, and 
feels as if one had a sheet around his neck. 
The shoes must be of heavy leather, and run 
off toa pointin front like an old-fashioned 
skate or trowel, and which cramp all the 
toes under _ the big one 
the victim roes about 
he had his extremities ina vise. Now, with 
a stove-pipe bat which pinches the head like 
an iron band, a man is dressed, provided he 
arms himself with un umbrella. He can now 
¢o on ’Change, he can call on his banker and 
get a draft cashed, he can step into a restau- 
rant and the waiters will receive him with a 
certain amount of respect, and he can get 
through the streets without being stared at 
as if he were a stray kangaroo or a Choctaw 
Indian in full war-paint. I confess to having 
had a great deal of enjovment during this hot 
weather in witnessing the sufferings of those 
who go about in black coats and silk rather 
than dress in accord with the weather. There 
is not a man in all Londonin a white suit on 
the streets. I meta man yesterday with a 
pair of white trowsers, but he was an object 
of very general curiosity. I managed to find 
a brown straw hat, after rummaging througha 
dozen shops, and it is an object of the great- 
me wonderment tothe entire population of 
the city.

Takine the 
year round, an average of seventy-five to one 
hundred tons of tish are weekly destroyed 
because they cannot be got rid of fast enough, 
while people in suburban districts cannot ob- 
tainthe fish they require. Fish is often de- 
stroyed by dealers t» keep the prices up. The 
averave price of tish at retail in London is six 
limes the amountitis actually sold for on 
the wharves of tishing towns. Of course 
strong “‘vested Interests’’ are busy fighting to 
preserve their monopoly, but, happily for 
Londoners, With very scanty probability of 
“LICCESS.

LONGEST RACE ON RECORD. 


Steamships Struggling Over 13,000 
Miles of Salt Water. 


From the New York Sun. 


There is a steamship race every year from 
China to England, the prize being the glory 
and profit of putting the first cargo of the 
new crop of teas into the London market. 
This year the Glencoe arrived on June 30, 
four days earlier than the earliest previous 
arrival. The Glencoe was also the first 
steamer to arrive in each of the two preced- 
ing years. The Gleneagle carried off the 
prize in 1878, the London’ Castle in 
1877, and the Glenartney led the way 
in each of the four years ending with 1876. 
The Glenartney has just made a quick pass- 
age from Chinato New York pretty nearly 
incompany with a tea ship of a rival line 
under interesting circumstances, although if 
there is anv point on which the two Captains 
agree wholiy and unequivocally it is that 
there was no race. Ordinarily there is no 
race to New York, for the early teas come 
first by rail from San Francisco, to which 
place they are brought by the Pacific Mail 
steamships, but there were some circum- 
stances this year Which would serve to sup- 
ply a reason for arace if one had really oc- 
curred. 

The Glen Line of China steamships has been 
long in existence. The names of its vessels 
begin with the syllable **Glen.”? It is owned 
by McGregor, Gow & Co., of London. Mr. 
McGregor is also largely interested with his 
partner in the firm of R. & C. Gow, of Glas- 
gow, owners of the State Line of transatlantic 
steamships. The Glen Line has had the 
lion’s share of the tea transporting business. 
Its rate was £4 10s. per ton for 
carrving tea from Amoy to New 
York. This vear, however, there was very 
active competition between the Glen Line and 
arival line. After the Glencoe and the other 
racers had been sent off loadedto England, 
and as much as the New York market would 
stand under railroad freight rates had been 
dispatched to San Francisco,the merchants 
prepared to ship in bulk to this port direct. 
There was no very great hurry for the tea in 
New York, because the dealers here would 
receive their samples and tem po- 
rarv supplies by rail. Nevertheless, 
quick transportation was desired. 
The rival line put the price Cown to £3 10s, 
perton. It was thought that, with this 
reduction of £1 sterling on the ton, their ves- 
sel would be able to gather up its load and be 
off while the higher-priced vessel was yet 
loading, and that witb the start thus obtained 
the cargo could be put in the market here 
enouch earlier to secure advantageous sales, 
and thus draw the attention of the trade to 
the new line. Accordingly, the steamship 
Lord of the isles was sent out from Yoko- 
hama, Japan, May 24, to Amoy, where she 
was to receive her load. She arrived at Amoy 
on May 29 at 6:20 p. m., and by 8:50 p. m. on 
June 6 she had received her cargo and sailed 
out of the harbor. 

At 7 o’clock on the same evening the Glen- 
artney arrived, empty. Three days later, 
lacking one hour, she had received her ear- 
go, mostof which had been got in readiness 
for her, but she had to reduce the rateto £4 
aton. Her agent at Amboy told the merchants 
there that she would arrive at New York 
three or four days before the Lord of the 
Isies, for £410s.aton. This was not given, 
however, and so she left Amoy at 6 p. m. on 
June 0,under no mercantile obligations to 
make speed. Her next port was Singapore, 
wheré she had to take coal. 

The Lord of the Isles arrived at Singapore 
at 4 p.m.,June 13. Eighteen hours after- 
ward—that is, at 10 o’clock on the morning 
of the 14th—she sailed away for the Indian 
Ocean and Red Sea. The Glenartney arrived 
at Singapore at 11 o'clock on the night of the 
next dav, June 15. She got in her coal in 
eight hours, and was off at 7 o’clock the next 
morning, just one dav and twenty-one hours 
after the Lord of the Isles. This was a gain 
of half an hour more than a day made in cross- 
ing the China Seaand taking coai at Singa- 
pore. Both steamers bad the same course 
through the Indian Ocean, the Red Sea, the 
Suez Canal, the Mediterranean, and across 
the Atlantic. 

The crew of the Lord of the Isles complain 
of encountering a west-southwest monsoon 
in the Indian Ocean, with a strong head sea, 
but they arrived at Suez at 10‘ p. m. on July 
G, and entered the canal the next day at 7° 
o’clock a.m. Neither vessel had sighted the 
other inthe long voyage across the Indian 
Ocean and up the Red Sea, and neither knew 
with certainty that the other was ahead. In 
fact, the Glenartney arrived at Suez at J 
o’clock p.m. on July 7, just fourteen and one- 
haif hours behind the Lord of the Isles, hav- 
ing made up one day and six and one-half 
hours since leaving Singapore. Both were in 
the canal at the same time, and each heard of 
the other there. 

The Lord of the {sies arrived at Port Said, 
atibe Mediterranean end of the canal, at 40 
minutes past noon on July 8, and ieft at 6:40 
p. m.on the same day. The Glenartney ieft 
Port Said at 6a. m. on the 9th, just 11 hours 
and 20 minutes behind the Lord of the Isles, 
having made up 3 hours and 10 minutes since 
herarrivalat Suez. Neithersichted the other 
on the crooked course through the Mediter- 
ranean. The Lord of the Isles arrived at Gib- 
raltar on July 16 at 5:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, only ‘2 hours abead of the Gienartney, 
which arrived at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 

At this point the-Captain of the Lord of the 
Isies received telegraphic instructions hur- 
rvirg bim up. He got away at five miuutes 
past 3 inthe afternoon of the day of his 
arrival, just five minutes after the Glenart- 
ney arrived. The Glenartney could not get 
away until5 o’clock the next morning, and 
thus started on her vovage across the Atlan- 
tic thirteen hours and fifty-five minutes after 
the Lord of the Isles, having lost four hours 
end twenty-five minutes by her detention at 
Gibraltar. 

The two vessels at Gibraltar bad traveled 
%,000 miles of their 15,000 inile voyage from 
China to New York, and each hada straight 
course before it. Each vessel encountered on 
the uvinzbt of the 25d astrong west-southwest 
vale, Which lasted for twenty-four nours. 
There a heavy, confused sea. Before 
and after this storm the weather was gener- 
allv fine, but with fogs and rain at intervals. 

When the Lord of the Isles passed the bar 
at Sandy Hook it was %\ o’clock on the morn- 
ing of July 20 (last Friday). Her crew did 
net know whetberthe Glenartnev was hun- 
dreds of miles behind them, or whether she 
was lying ather pier in this city. In the 
distance, up the harbor, was a steamship 
whose pipe seemed to be red with a black 
top,and whose foremast was rigged with 
square sails, like the Giienartney’s. But it 
Was not the Glenartney. That steamship did 
not arrive at the bar until about 6 o’clock the 
next morning, 2! hours and 15 minutes after 
the Lord of the Isles. The Glenartney, how-

ever, did not take the time when she passed 
the bar. She passed the hghtship about ten 
niles from the bar, at 5% a. m. on Saturday. 

It is considered very remarkable that two 
steamships should keep so near each other on 
so long a voyage. The Glerartney had three 
days altogether of thick fog on the Atlantic.

THE BIG SLEEPER. 


Awake After a Trance Lasting Nearly 
Six Months. 
Lehigh (Pa.) Cor. Philade)phia Times. 


Ever since the admission of John Gyumber, 
the sleepy Hungarian,into the Lehigh County 
Alms-bouse, Frank Laskowski, a citizen of 
Allentown and a native of Poland, has taken 
a great interest in the welfare of the unfor- 
tunate man. In addition to paying him a 
pumber of visits during his protracted sleep 
and since he has been awake, he has used all 
efforts in his power to find a person who was 
a near relative or was personally acquainted 
with him prior to his immigration to this 
country. His idea was that if he could 
find sucb§a person and could bring 
him into Gyumber’s presence the latter might 
be induced totalk. All efforts to make him 
open bis lips had heretofore proved a failure, 
with the exception of one instance, when he 
uttered afew loud words while being present- 
ed with a bouquet of flowers. By keeping up 
a correspondence with the large number of 
Hungarians employed throughout the Lehigh 
Valley and the use of photographs of Gyum- 
ber the labors of Mr. Laskowski have finally 
been rewarded. 

On Sunday evening a young Hungarian 
pamed Joseph Sabul calledat his residence 
and claimed to have been a schoolmate of 
Gyumber. As far as he could judge from the 

hotograph he thought their parents had 

yeen neighbors. Laskowski at once set out 
for the bospital with Sabul to make another 
effort to induce Gyumber to converse. This 
time success crowned his efforts. Scarcely 
had the two men met when mutual recogni- 
tion followed and Gvumber began to converse 
freely and fluently in the Sclavonic tongue, 
much to the astonishment of all present. 
The conversation between the two was kept 
up for about three hoursinthe Sclavonic 
language, Gyumber speaking 1n a Whisper all 
the time and saying that it was impossible for 
him to speak in a loud voice. 

Gyumber told his friend the facts pertain- 
ing to his life inthis country, and thev were 
related to-day to visitors to the alms-house. 
He has a father and One sister still living in 
his native home, having lost two brothers, 
both intheir younger years. He received « 
liberal education during his school days, and 
bas a fair knowledge of music, the violin be- 
ing his favorite instrument. He arrived in 
this country abous two years ago, and was 
in theemploy of Mr. Porter, of Chariottes- 
ville, Va. This fact was discov- 
ered some time ago, and the 
story told in the Times, that he had probably 
become frightened over the fact that a negro 
woman had put pepper into his coffee. She 
did it for a joke, but he thought she 
meant to poison him. Gyumber verifies this 
story. He made up his mind that the pepper 
was poison, and after that he says he had no 
rest, all the time having an idea that efforts 
were made to adsninister poison to him 
through his food. Jealousy, he says, existed 
amcon¢ the workmen. As hé wasa sort of a 
foreman and his pay Was consequently larger, 
he formed anidea that all the others were 
more cr less opposed to him, and thought his 
life Was in danger. He wrote a letter home to 
this effect, and thought for his own safety he 
had better leave tbe pixce, which he accord- 
inglv did shortly after the coffee incident. 

After leaving Charlottesville Gyumber went 
to Baltimore, where he remained with a 
friend for two weeks. He remembers leay- 
ing there, but evervthing else is a blank to 
him. Heremembers nothing of his wander- 
ings, and of all the tortures and experiments 
to rouse him from his sleep by the 
doctors, his twenty-five feet fall from the 
window and the pains supposed to have been 
produced by the abscess on the top of his 
head he has not the slightest recollection. 
He suffered nothing and knew 
nothing of what was going on about him. 
Ever since he returned to -conscious- 
ness, Which he thinks was about four weeks 
ago, he has had an ideathat he was impris> 
oned and has been trying to recall what crime 
he might have committed. The constant 
watch and the interest manifested in him by 
the Jarce number of daily visitors made bim 
think that the crime must be a serious one. 
Upon being informed that no wrong had been 
committed by him and told of the cause of his 
being in this institution his countenance 
brightened and: turned more cheerful. - To- 
day he continues to converse, and from pres- 
ent prospects he has overcome his difficulties 
and speedy recovery may be looked for, al- 
though he is still very weak.

DAMIENS was a Jansenist, a poor lunatic 
without accomplices or motives, who con- 
ceived the idea that Orthodoxy would 
be advanced by the sudden removal of 
the King. The assault whici he made 
at Versailles was scarcely suflicient to dis- 
turb the equanimity of the King, jbut it 
was thought necessary to make an example 
of the poor zealot. From the hour of his ar- 
rest until the day of his execution—nearly 
three months—he was kept in constant tor- 
ture, not being permitted to sleep except at 
prolonged intervals. In the life of VOLTAIRE 
written by PARTON the story of the poor 
devil’s execution is told. First he was taken 
to atorture chamber and subjected to the 
greatest anguish that the human frame is 
capable of enduring, surgeons standing by to 
give timely potice of insensibility. Then he 
was driven by a circuitous route through the 
streets of Paris tothe place of execution. 
This took an hour anda half. Another half 
hour he was kept waitingin full view of the 
preparations, the apparatus not being ready. 
Then,in view ofthe assembled multitude, 
many of whom were women, he was placed 
on a lofty platform, and the hellish work be- 
gan. First his right hand was burned off; 
next, masses of flesh were torn from him by 
red-hot pinchers and melted lead and rosin 
poured into the wounds; lastly, 4 strong 
horse was attached to each of his four limbs 
and an attempt was made to tear him to 
pieces. After aconsiderable period it was 
foundimpossible to do this, and a message 
was sent for permission to cut the muscles of 
the joints. It was refused, and again an at- 
tempt was made totear the limbs apart, but 
without success. A second time word was 
sent that the horses could not tearthe dying 
wretch asunder. Permission was then given: 
and the muscles were severed, but notuntil 
both legs and one arm had been torn 
off did the prisoner. expire. With all 
our inventive ingenuity we ought to 
be able to improve on this business when 
the young gentlemen from Bultimore, backed 
by the Cincinnati Commercial, take the con- 
tract to butcher GUITEAU.

THE SEVEN DOLLAR CUT. 


Brewers Continue to Brawt, and the 


Saloons Get the Benefit. 

The brewers are still sorely excited over 
the cut in the price of beer supplied to the 
retail trade. A Post-DtspaTcH reporter 
found several of the representatives of the 
leading firms discussing the cut at the brew- 
ers’ corner of the Exchange this morn- 
ing. The initial movement of the 
Winkelmeyer firm on Monday, now 
known as (“Straube’s shave,” has 


the effect of bringing all firms, ex” 
— one, into line. The Lemp brewery 
alone maintains the old rate, per bar- 
rel of four kegs, and no change will be intro- 
duced until Mr. Lame. himself returns to 
town from Quincy. 1s manager has not 
thought well to apprise him of the warfare 
going at home and he will not be disturb- 
ed in the matter. The Green 
Tree Brewery held out at 
the old. terms yesterday, but this morning it 
announced the $7 figure to its customers. If 
the slaughter is carried any farther it can enly 
result iu the supply of an inferior quality of 
beer, but it is probable that some of the 
wealthy firms will cut still lower 
and furnish the stock on hand 
at a sacrifice for the purpose of squeezing 
the small firms to the wall. Mr. Jacoby of 
Lemp’s brewery said that it was imposs ble 
to furnish good beer and make anv profit at 
a seven dollar figure. When Mr. Lemp re- 
turns the PosT-DIsPaTCH will be furnished 
with a tabular statement of the exact 
cost of a barrel of beer, and Mr. 
Jacoby thinks that he will convince 
the public that good, wholesome lager 
cannot be supplied at the existing cut rate. 
Some of the brewers, bowever, are 1n favor of 
putting a speedy end to the demoralization 
by cutting as low as five dollars a barrel. Cais, 
they believe, would force all the brewers to 
terms right away, and they would come to- 
gether to establish prices a upon uniform ba- 
sis again. 

Mr. Schlossstein, of the Green Tree Brew- 
ery, thought that it would be impossible to 
crush out the discounts and the treating sys- 
tem. The drivers were obliged to spend 
something at the counter, and a collection 
could not well be made without a little ex- 
penditure *‘forthe good of the house.’’ He 
wus in favor of a 
the local Brewers’ Association for 
the protection of the trade interests. The 
movement is ulready well advanced, and it 
willtend to promote barmony among the 
brewers, and will lead to settlemeat of all 
differences in the future without recourse to 
the throat-cutting policy.

THE BIG BRIDGE. 


Julius Walsh, the New President, Ke- 
turns to Town To-Day. 


The ninety-nine vear lease of the bridge 
is now a fixed fact, and the structure will 
pass into the hands of the Mis- 
souri Pacific and the Wabash 
Roads on the 22d of September. 
The terms have all been agreed upon ata 
meeting of the stockholders and the prospec- 
tive lessees, and theinstrument only awaits 


the formal consent of the former, which will 
be granted at the meeting adver- 
tised .for September 22. Mr. Julius 
S. Walsh has been - made _ president 
of the Bridge and Tunnel Comyany, succeed- 
ing Solon Humphreys. The change was 
made at the New York meeting held on the 
10th of June. Mr. Walsh returned to town 
to-day,and he confirms the statement.He also 
says that no further changes 
will be made, and that none 
have been contemplated. The terms of the 
lease have been slightly changed, the altera- 
tion being that the time of paying the per- 
centage on the first and second indebtedness 
has been _ set forward. Otherwise 
the arrangements are as reviously 
published in the POST-DISPAI CH. 
A prominent stockholder, who objects to the 
use of his name,said this morning: “‘Of course 
the stockholders will consent to the lease. 
As far as I have talked with them here and 
in the East, they are all satisfied, We get 
the interest on the bonds paid, and a 
good percentage on the _ indebtedness, 
and what more do we want? 
We have assurances that the policy of the 
company Will not be changed. Indeed, if any 
material changes in this direction were made 
the effect would be to vacate the lease. The 
stockholders. get a fair show, and those who 
use the bridge will have no reason to be dis- 
satisfied.”

The sentimentin the retiil trade among 
saloon-keepers at the brewers’ war is some2- 
what mixed. The old established saloons do 
not favor the cutand would even prefer an 
advance from a conservative idea that the 
small and cheap beer saloons injure the trad:

Few Responses tothe Unique Cir- 
cular of the Art Connoiseveurs. 


“What the Artists Say, and the Seere- 
tary’s Defence. 


The circular recently issued by the Blair 
Monument Association, inviting a sesond 
competition of the leading sculpters of Amer- 
ica, has occasioned{considerable comment in 
artand general circles. It will be remem- 
bered that the first competition failed, the 
committee on monument having rejected the 
seven models submitted. A reason was given 
for this decision by the committee. The 
men who sat in judgment upon the work of 
the sculptors announced that after mature 
deliberation, consultation with those _ in- 
terested in the memorial and an interchange 
ofthe ideasof art connoisseurs upon the 
modeis, they had reached the conclusion that 
the competition “failed of merit.’’ No model 
was entirely satisfactory. This ultimatum 
was received by the competing sculptors with 
undisguised sentiments of disgust. They 
had thrown away many months of valuable 
time upon the subject,and at length were 
told that their skill, time and labor had 
availed nothing: the work would have to be 
opened up afresh. Aside from the slur cast 
upon their reputation by the committee of 
six wise men, the sculptors felt aggrieved 
by the general treatment experienced at 
the hands of the committee. ‘*They bandled 
us like a set of cobblers,” observed one. 
“They go about this business as if they were 
purchasing a piece of machinery,’ said an- 
other. The committee, it should be stated, 
wasselebted with the view of embodving 
men of profound art-knowledge and men of 
racticali business experience. They were: 
rard B. Allen, Peter L. Foy, 
J. B. McCullagh, . George Baraett, 
Silas Bent and the secretary, John S. Grif- 
fin. The art element in this combination was 
represented by Peter L. Foy, ex-journalist, 
and Silas Bent, receiver. of the St. Louis 
Mutual Life Insurance! Company. After 
many meetings to arrange a second competi- 
tion the following specimen ‘of com)»sition, 
the brain-product, it is said, of Peter L. Foy, 
issued from the association office:

He mustcome here and rent a 
studio, pay costs of transportation, and give 
his whole time to the work. If he 
left here several hundred dollars in 
debt it would not be ah pymen, No artist 
with a reputation at stake could afford to go 
into this second competition. It is ridicu- 
lous, avd no sculptor can regard it otherwise. 
Some of the models first submitted from an 
artist’s view were excellent. They were & 
fair expression of the sculptor’s ideas.’’ 

J. B. McCullagh, editor of the Globe- 
Democrat, said: “I was instrumental in rais- 
ing the fund for the Blair memorial, and my 
name was placed on the committee for 
models and designs. It soon appeared to me, 
however, that the matter was in the hands of 
alotof old fogies who would never accom- 
plisb anything,and I ceased to take any active 
partin it. Thatisthe extent of my connec- 
tion with the committee. I have not even 
seen the second circular recently issued.” 

MacDonaid, the sculptor, a brother of Robt. 
S. MacDonald, was very angry with the com- 
mittee for rejecting the models, and he 
talked for atime of instituting a lawsuit. It 
seems that the committee omitted to state in 
the first instance that it reserved to itself the 
right to reject any and ail bids. 

Sec’v Griftin, after a perusal of the state- 
ment in the Chicago Times, said: ‘This is a 
tissue of misrepresentation probably inspired 
by some of the disappointed sculptors. Ina 
dividing the contract for the model in plaster 
and the bronze work, the committee is actu- 
ated by the best of motives. It has 
been determined not to go to 
the public for any more money. Ten thou- 
sand dollars isthe limit, and that sum will 
be expended legitimately. We have $6,500 
in cash, $1,500in cash to collect from sub- 
scribers.and the cannon from the Government 
will probably yield $2,000. Our expenses are 
simply $7 50 a month for the rent of this office. 
There are no-salaries to pay; it jis all a la- 
bor of love. The totalof expense, inciuding 
printing and stationery, will not reach above 
$500. Wedecided to get the bronze work 
done ourselves because we believe it to be 
the better plan, and the figure for the sculp- 
tor’s compensation has been placed high 
enough considering that he is only 
fequired to furnish the plaster cast. At the 
first competition the highest bid ior the com- 
mission Was thatof the local sculptor, Mr. 
Kretschmar, $10,000. The other bids ranged 
from $6,500 to $9,000. It is not true that the 
Biair family were ignored by the com- 
mittee at the first competition. I 
addressed a letter to Mr. Jas. L. Blair invit- 
ing the opinion of himself and mother upon 
the models submitted. The committee re- 
jected allthe models because they did not 
possess sufficient merit. There was no other 
reason for opening up afresh competition. 
It is every man’s privilege when he 
wants to build a house to in- 
vite architects to submit designs, 
and the competition is considered fair by the 
profession. The Blair Monument Commit- 
tee has solicited an expression of the best 
sculptors’ skill. The best work will be 
rewarded with the commission for the p'as- 
ter model,and a fair price is offered for it. 
That 1s all there is in it.’”’ 

It seems thatthe only man who has an- 
nounced his intention of competing is an 
amateur sculptor of this city, Mr. Ruckstuhl. 
The Blair Memorial Assocation has now been 
laboring two years without bearing any fruit.

We have already printed some account of 
the matrimonial misfortune of ayoung lady 
in Richmond, Va. The story may be briefly 
repeated. This girl, said to be estimable and 
respectable, saw in the Churchman an adver- 
tisement for a governess. She applied by let- 
ter for the position,when the scampish adver- 
tiser appeared in person at Riehmond, and 
was so Dieased with the voung woman that he 
marrie her immediately, previously 
settling $30,000 upon’ her. The 
bridegroom has turned out to 
be a forger and miscellaneous swindler. The 
bridal tour has been suddenly interrupted. 
The gentlemanly groom has fled to Canada. 
The bride has returned to her old home in 
Richmond. This is the whole story. Is it 
tragedy or comedy? Something, perhaps, of 
both. Atanyrate it is a warning, and as 
such we trust that all young as well as mid- 
dle-aged women, in danger of extemporane- 
ous betrotLals, will consider it. 

It seems almost inexplicable that any wo- 
man not an idiot should run the frightful risk 
of marrying aman of whom she could know 
accurately nothing, and with whom it was 
impossible for her to be sufficiently weil ac- 
quainted to warrant sucha venture. Yet it 
is a thing which happens constantly, and 
lamentable it is to consider its frequency. 
Certainly in so important and final a mat- 
ter as that of marriage, even though love 
should be out of the question, as 
usually inthe nature ofthings it must be 
when the parties have known each other only 
for afew days, areasonable degree of pru- 
dence would point to cautious delay. Yet this 
Richnrond bride, at the sbortest notice, ac- 
cepted all the statements of a scoundrel re- 
garding himself, his antecedents and his for- 
tune, and now finds herself lamentably be- 
traved and deserted.

THE MARVIN MEETING. 


A Village of White Canvas on the 
Hillside. 


The Grounds, the Tenters, the Daily 
Programme, the Attending Cler- 
gymen, Etc., Ete. 


At the Marvin Camp Ground, situated 
about four miles northwest of Eden Station 
on the Wabasb, St. Louis and Pacific Railway, 
a very busy scene has been presented to-day. 
The first regular service of the 
camp meeting for the summer of 
1881 will be held this evening 
and arrivals have been pouring in since an 
early hour this morning. The erection and 
arrangement of tents has kept the people 
busy all day, anda village of white canvas 
has sprung up on the beautiful hill where 
this series of meetings is annually held. 

MARVIN CAMP GROUND 
comprises fifty-two acres of land lying on 
the north side of St. Charles Rock Road, 
about ten miles from St. Louis. A railroad 
running diagonally through this plat from the 
northeast to the southwest divides it into 
two unequal parts, each rising gradually,and 
each being covered with an ample grove of 
natural trees. The northern rise is the larg- 


er, andit is upon this that the tents are 

itched and the services areheld. This gent- 
y sloping hillside bas been regularly laid out 
by the Sraryin Camp Ground Association, 
to whom it belongs. Approaching from the 
south you enter a large court 250x300 feet, in 
the center of which is situated the 
Jarge tent where the public services are held. 
This tent has a seating capacity of 15,000. At 
the north side of the court, running east and 
west, is Kavanaugh avenue, from which 
Wesley avenue on the east, Marvin avenue in 
the center and Boyle avenue on the west of 


_the grounds extend northward, dividing his 


portion into four nearly equal sections. On 
either side of the large court and along the 
avenues are arranged the temporary homes of 
THE TENTERS. 
At the southeast corner of the plat is located 
the tent of J. C. Essex, and then comes the 
St. John’s Church tent, which § is 
occupied by the St. John’s M._ Kk.

WATERSIDE CHARACTERS. 


Who They Are and How They 
Make Their Living. 


- — 
— 


Some Statistics as to the People Who 
Live Upon the Waters. 


When St. Lous is as old a town as London 
our **waterside characters’’ will probably be 
as well developed. Even now the class is 
forming with a distinctness which proves, 
among many other things, the effect of the 
environment upon the appearance. All the 
river men who have been river men long 
enough to acquire the distinctive class look 
are clear of eye, slightly lantern-jawed, more 
or less sallow, and ail of them, without any 
exception, take to drink as they take to water. 
For some time past a POsT-DISPATCH re- 
porter has been engaged in winning the af- 
fections of a jolly young waterman of sixty or 
thereabouts, who wins a precarious liveli- 
hood upon the river, partly by catching 
ariftwood in its season, partly by fishing, 
and partly out of that indefinable revenue 
which seems to accrue to everybody who 
works in water. His homeis on the Illinois 
shore, justat the mouth of a little creek 
north of Venice, and he frequently rows over 
to this side to victual himself. 

The reporter invited himself home with 
John Dee yesterday afternoon, and traveled 
with bim in his scow, after making him cer- 


tain offerings of whisky and tobacco. 
**How is business?’ asked the scribe. 
‘‘Miserable,” answered John. “I’ve been 


_ thinking of dropping down the river and try- 
| ing some other town, or getting a tow up

The 
thought rose unwillingly that the flesh was 
affectedl by the dirt they ate, and the reporter 
whether the cannibals would 
find as _ little flavor about peo- 
ple of this sort as the av- 
erage man dovoesin a fish-eating duck. Of 
course thev are bound to no place. As soon as 
they have fished out one partofthe riyer, or 
whentoo many ofthe boat-houses get to- 
gether, they simply pullup and move upor 
down stream to anew place. The younger 
men take their skiffs in the summer and go on 
long expeditions up into the smaller rivers, 
where their better appliances for catching 
fish find them a market among the country 
people. Itis a lazy, idle life, requiring little 
but patience and strong tackle, an et it 
supports nearly five hundred people in St. 
Louls. There are overa hundred fishermen, 
and almost all of them have families. 

The other familiar waterside character, and 
the one which the people know best, is the 
roustabout, who explains invariably that he 
is steamboating it. The roustabout is the child 
of slow navigation. In the old broadhorn 
days his then equivalent was a valuable 
member of society; but the rooster of to-day 
cares little forthe meretricious graces of the 
world. Heisone ofaclass apart. Generally 
a negro, he may be a white man with negro 
affiliations; but a white man never thorough- 
ly affiliates with the black. White women 
sometimes do. The rooster passes his time 

rincipally upon the skid-piles along the 
evee lookipe at the sky. When he does 
work which he does when he gets hungry, he 
works, very hard; only he can understand but 
one method of management. Unless the mate 
stands ready to beat him toa pulp for diso- 
bedience he does not think that anything fur- 
ther than elegant idleness is demanded of 
him. Inthe spring the levee swarms with 
these men, and they are coming and going 
the river closes in the 
winter. Their work is by no means steady, all 
through their own fault, and their average 
pay, as far as a reporter could learn from half 
a dozen of them, isadollar a day. Few of 
them, either white or black, are married with 
any degree of permanence, but they manage 
to get along, and to support a family too. 
When the winter comes, they desert the river 
and go intothe pork- houses, which need large 
forces of men, just as the boats discharge 
them, for the winter packing, and hence the 
filled out. It is probable that the 
rooster works altogether about eight months 
in the year, seldom making two successive 
trips on the same boat. 

It is the ropstabout that has moulded the 
balance of the Waterside characters into their 
present shape. The boat mates have 
all their unsavory repu- 
tation for bad language and _ tyranny 
because these are the accepted solutions of 
the problem. It is from the necessities of 
the case that the circumstances arise. The 
mates are invariably hard hitters and great 
consumers of whisky. They can get more tell- 
ing profanity - within a given mark than an 
man who has not been on the river coul 
realize. These gentry are mostly whites, but 
cone a darky who has developed a
